I have most of the collection CDs and while they can sometimes be a bit 
difficult to navigate it isn't too bad. 


One thing to realize is you cannot search the actual text. For the most 
part, only the article title, author information, etc. can be searched. 
This is where the difficulty comes in. Sometimes you need to get a little 
creative with the search keywords to locate an article. For instance, 

if you were looking for six meter "stuff" you would need to search for 
"6m", "6 meter", and "six meter" to find most (but probably not all) of 
the desired articles. 


When these CDs first cam out, I wrote up a review. It should be in the 
archives; although it was several years back. 


All in all, I find them very useful, and they certainly allow a reduction 
in shelf space. I only wish more periodicals did it. 


About the closest you can come to a searchable cross reference is the data 
file used to drive the QSTview searches. On the first CD of each collection 
is a .DAT file. This file is used to build the database to retrieve the 
articles found by a search. By using this file directly, it would be 
possible to do some fancier searches. 


What I did was to take the .DAT files from all the CDs I have and combine 
them and then use grep/awk and emacs to search the BIG file.

It is interesting that internet streaming audio is extolled by so many people 
and organizations that otherwise seem reasonably close to sentient. My 
employer has a T1 line to the internet which I have helped to maintain for 

20 years and for a few years ending in 1999 we served streaming audio for 
CKUA radio. 


CKUA is a public FM broadcaster (formerly owned by the Alberta government but 
thrown out to starve circa 1994) who get a significant part of their 
operating budget by twice yearly on air appeals in the spirit of PBS. CKUA 
has a significant world wide internet audience who presumably send them 
donations to justify their web site and audio server. I heard a letter read 
during one of their fund raisers which came from a listener in South America 
who listened to them via real audio at 56K over a long distance telephone 
call to some ISP in some South American city, the listener and the announcer 
both thought this was just wonderful. 


You have got to be kidding! We found that the CKUA streaming audio would 
easily eat up 100% of our outgoing T1 if we let it and that was under a dozen 
streaming audio connections. We also found that we would lose 100% of 
incoming bandwidth if 12 employees took it upon themselves to listen to 

some streaming audio source. It does not take a math major to question the 
economics of internet streaming audio as a replacement for a radio! 


Our employees are using a $2000.00 computer and $100,000.00 or more of 
infrastructure to listen to National Public Radio when a $20.00 radio would 
get them similar programming from the local CKUA FM repeater? Some overpaid 
first world bozo is sitting in the Amazon jungle listing to CKUA over a 
phone line at $.09 or more a minute on a computer instead of on a Sony 2010 
for $400.00 or less? Are we going to have impoverished third world villages 
spending what money they have on computers and ADSL connections instead of 
wells, sewer lines, and agricultural tools so they can hear the news on NHK?

Howdy all, 

Usually our mission as BA restorers is to return a radio to original condition. 
But as I ponder this Swan 240, the more I'm convinced I'll have to redesign it to 
make it work... 


The symtom was a_ really numb receiver, understandable with only 3.87 volts on the 
filaments! The 240 uses a series-parallel arrangement for running the filaments 
from 12 volts. Most of the tubes used on transmit (except the final) have 12 
volt filaments and run straight off the 12 volt line. Most of the tubes used on 
receive have 6 volt filaments, and these are all wired in parallel, as if they 
were connected to a 6 volt supply - EXCEPT they are fed in series with the single 
6DQ05 final. Per the tube manual, the final draws 2.5 A and the paralleled 6 volts 
tubes draw 2.9 A, so they should roughtly split the 12.6 VAC supply. (Actually 
the tube voltage chart shows 6.0 V on the receive side, recognizing the 
imbalance). In fact, the final draws about 1/2 amp less, upsetting the voltage 
division ratio. 


Having verified all tubes in my 240 are correct and wired per the schematic, I 
get less 

than 4 V on the Rx and about 7.7 volts across the 6DQ5. When I shunt the final 
with an appropriate resistance, I can correct the voltage division and the 
receiver comes to life (and the filament voltage on the 6DQ5 comes down to spec). 


I can't see any way to £ix this other than to install the shunt resistor or rewire 
the filaments. 

But the set was designed to work this way -- despite the fact that the two 6DQ5s 
I've 

measured draw only 2.1 A vs. the 2.5 A specified in the tube manuals. Has anyone 
else ever run into this abnormality? Or if you have a 240 and are curious, pop 
the top and measure across pins 2 and 7 of the final socket...I'd be amazed if 
it's less than 7 volts...or is THIS how they managed to get so much power out of 
just one tube ;-)

Install a 6.2 volt zener diode in parrallel with the receive tubes and let 
the final suffer the power supply voltage variations. Shunt the additional 
current needed for the zener to regulate properly with a resistor in 
parallel with the 6DQ5 heater. That way you won't have to re-tweek things 
when tubes need to be changed.
